RESOLUTION 

No.SP/S9/Z-34/98—The Government of India, 
recognizing the need to attract and encourage young 
students to take up a research career in science, 
engineering and medicine for strengthening the 
scientific and technological base of the country, have 
decided to institute the Kishore Vaigyanik Protsahan 
Yojana (KVPY) Scholarships. 

2. The KVPY Scholarships will be open to 
students pursuing science as their career after Class 
X and XII and to students pursuing engineering, and 
medicine upto the pre-Ph.D. level. The Scheme 
alongwith the necessary details of application and 
selection procedures will be widely publicized 
through national and regional dailies. Science 
magazines and other suitable advertisements. Special 
efforts will be made to publicize it in rural areas 
so that this scheme has a wider reach. 

3* The recipients of the Scholarship will be 
carefully selected based on merit on all-India basis. 
They will be first screened based on their perfor¬ 
mance in the qualifying Board/University/College 
examination, then b ised on their responses to care¬ 
fully designed scientific questions and finally through 


academic interview^ at the national level. The 
students will be selected and academically monitored 
with the assistance of leading educational and re¬ 
search institutions in the country. A National 
Advisory Committee would supervise the scheme. 

4. Students representing India at the International 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and Biology 
Olympiads will automatically qualify for these 
Scholarships, 

5. Subject to their maintaining goods scholastic 
performance, the KVPY scholars in Class XI and 
XII will reoeivp a monthly scholarship of R?. 2000/- 
per month and an annual contingency grant of Rs. 
4000/’. KVPY scholars in higher classes would 
receive a monthly scholarship of Rs. 3000/- per 
month and an annual contingency grant of Rs. 
6000/-. In addition, summer schools, projects, 
training programmes will be organized for the 
KVPY Scholars at all levels to introduce them to 
the methodologies of scientific research and new 
developments in their respective fields, 

6. The primary responsibility of implementing 
the Scheme will be with the Government of India in 
the Department of Science & Technology. 

1. The scheme would be reviewed after three 
years. 

ORDER : Ordered that a copy of the resolution 
be communicated to all the Ministries/Departments, 
Government of India, all State Governments, *11 the 
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Stat3 Secondary School Examination Boards, CBSE, 
ICSB Intermediate Examination Boards, Univer- 
sities and Scientific Institutions in the country 
(CSIR/ICAR/ ICMR/UGC, DRDO, etc.) 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published 
in the Gazette of India for general information.
